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ANCIENT  ALASKAN  POTTERY 

The  following  five  lots  were  excavated  in  the  interior  of  a 
cave  near  Kingegan  (Cape  Prince  of  Wales),  Alaska.  According 
to  the  natives  the  pottery  was  used  by  a  former  race  in  Alaska, 
which  became  extinct  some  two  thousand  years  ago.  The  pottery 
is  very  crudely  formed,  black  in  color,  and  is  composed  of  clay, 
blood,  hair  and  feathers.

tips ;  three  fish  hooks,  small  to  very  large ;  and  fish 
sinker.
